BIG LINER STOPPED JUST IN — 
OFF FASTNET. 


Engines Reversed Promptly and Every 
Precaution Taken by Captain and 
Crew—Ship Was Four Miles Off Its 
Course When Land Was Suddenly 
Seen Close Ahead—No Damage Done 
and Vessel Proceeds on Its Way to

QUEENSTOWN, Oct. 9—The Oceanic 
eame within a shade of running on a rock 
near Castle Point and four miles off the 
regular course during a fog. 

The Oceanie was somewhere between 
the Bull, Cow, and Calf and Brow- 
head going slow About 4 o'clock this 
morning when suddenly the fog bank 
lifted and showed land right ahead and 
on each bow.

Everything was quiet 
and in order again at half past 5, when the 
ship passed the Fastnet Rock. 

All the passengers speak highly of the Cap- 
tain’s skill and coolness, and there was not 
a moment of alarm or panic, as the passen- 
gers were all tranquil and confident. 

In the cabin the women behaved admira- 
bly, and although everybody was assured 
that there was no danger all ‘were 
glad to know that the watertight compart- 
ments were closed within two minutes and 
the life boats cleared away ready for lower- 
ing at once. 


Statement of Captain Cameron. 


Captain Cameron said: It was just 4 
o'clock in the morning and we were in a 
heavy rain squall. I had just stopped the 
ship to take a cast with the lead when 
I saw breakers right ahead and ordered the 
engines to put at full speed astern. Before 


the way of the ship could be stopped it 


seemed just to touch something, but backed 
off and came out with no damage done. 
“I had made every allowance for cur- 
rent, but we were off Castle Point, about cour 
miles north of gur proper course.

FRUIT MERCHANT WOUNDED BT 


MYSTERIOUS ASSAILANT. 


Theodore Pompadillo Fatally Hurt at 
Jackson Boulevard and Dearborn 
Street—Brother Believes Him Victim 
of Vendetta Begun Years Ago in 


Italy—Assailant Escapes Before the 


Gaze of Bystanders—Victim Taken 
te County Hospital. 


A mysterious attempt at murder, probably 
climax 


ot e.yendetta, 
the heart of a crowd at Jackson boulevard 


and Dearborn street early this morning. As 


a result Theodore Pompadillo, a Greek fruit | 


merchant, lies mortally wounded at the 
County Hospital. His assailant escaped 
after outwitting three policemen, and no 
trace of his whereabouts could be obtained 
in the neighborhood. Pompadillo was barely 
conscious at the hospital and unable to make 
a statement concerning the shooting. 

From Pompadillo’s brother it was learned 
that the wounded man was probably tne vic- 
tim of a vendetta, which dates from the 
days before he emigrated to America. His 
membership in a Greek secret society, said 
the brother, had involved Pompadillo in 
several intrigues, and many times his life 


leave his native land in search of safety. 
For several years he lived in peace, but last 
summer he was warned by members of an 
antagonistic society that he would be killed 
if he staid longer in the city. 


Shot Without Warning. 


According to the testimony of by-standers 


there was no preliminary scuffling or even 


quarrel between the Greek and his enemy. 
A score of persons were passing Pompadil- 
lo’s place of business at 12:15 o’clock, when 
suddenly the shot was fired beside them. An 
instant later a man was seen to leap from 
the sidewalk and, dodging in and out among 
the strollers, turn into Plymouth place. 
Pompadillo threw up his hands and, with 
a scream, darted toward the entrance to 
L. D. Oliver’s saloon, next to which he 
maintained his business. In his agony he 
did not wait to open the door, but leaped 
through the glass panel. F. G. Farring- 
ton, the bartender, was in the rear of the 
saloon at the time, and at the crash of

Chicago, Oct. 5.—Gentlemen: Immediate- 
ly after your pleasant visit I made a trip 
with directors of the Illinois Central rall- 
road company over our main lines between 
here and New Orleans, taking in several 
branches, including the Peoria, Decatur and 
Evansville railroad from Peoria to Evans- 
ville. We traveled entirely by daylight. and 
were much impressed with what we saw, not 
only in this State but in those seuth of it. 

These things impressed me chiefly:

GEN. BLACK WARNS LABORERS. 


Tells Packing-House Employes That 
Cry of Imperialism Is a Hollow Sham 
to Win Votes for Silver. 


General John C. Black spoke upon the Is- 
sues of the campaign to an audience of from 
3.000 to 4,000 employés of Armour & Co. dur- 
ing the noon hour at the Stock-Yards yester- 
day. The meeting was the first of a series 
to be held at noon under the auspices of the 
Business-Men’s Sound Money association in 
the manufacturing districts. 

The appearance of General Black upon the 
stump in the advocacy of the reélection of 
McKinley added to the interest of the meet- 
ing, since the speaker has been identified 
with the Democratic party as a leader. 
James W. Nye presided and introduced Gen- 
eral Black, whose remarks were frequently 
applauded. He began by saying that he 
would speak not as a party advocate, but as 
an American citizen, believing that as such 
he would be gladly heard, since the interests 
of speaker and audience were identical. Aft- 
er referring to the prosperous condition of 
the country, he said: 

“Some one has asked, ‘Did McKinley 
make this prosperity?’ I say no. It is due 
to the industry of the American people and 
the bounty of heaven, but I tell you that a 
President who would make us fear for the 
safety of our financial system would soon 
put an end to our prosperity. 


Steady Work at Good Wages. 

“I find that under our present gold basis 
the employés of this institution are receiv- 
ing three-quarters of a million more in 
wages than they received a year ago: that 
there ure 1,100 more men at work here than 
there were four years ago; that your work 
is steady, and that there is a demand for 
every dollar’s worth of product that you 
are able to turn out. As long as you have 
work to do, and the world needs your prod- 
uct and pays you in the best money in the 
world, I see no reason why you should de- 
sire a change. 

“ Today the American laborer and artisan 
are the best paid workersinthe world. You 
get more money for your labor, your work is 
more steady, and you are paid in the best 
money in the world. Why,then, should you 
want a change? Do you want to put dyna- 
mite under our present system and blow it to 
atoms? That, my friends, is what the Kan- 
sas City party proposes to do.“ 


Hollow Sham of Imperialism. 

The speaker then took up the issue of im- 

ism and said: 

* Fellow-citizens, a hollower sham than 
this cry of imperialism was never trumped 
up to turn your attention as laboring men 
and citizens from the real issue. The silver 
magnates wish by this means to turn your 
votes to.Bryan and to effect a change in the 
standard of value. 

Don't be fooled by the stories of mili- 
tarism. I know the American soldier and so 
do you. Over a hundred of them went from 
your establishment like brave men to serve 
their country. They worked side by side 
with you, and do you think that they are now 
a threat to you and to American institutions? 
What is true of them ts also true of the 
American army as a whole.”’

Asks for His Doctrines the At- 
tention of Fai r-Minded ; 
People. 


THEORY or JILI-HEALTH. 


An audience of 7,000 people, mostly adults, 
filled the Coliseum to overflowing last even- 
ing to listen to a lecture by Edward A. Kim- 
ball of Chicago upon the subject: “ Cause 
and Scientific Cure of Disease. Mr. Kim- 
ball holds the position of chairman of the 
International Board of Lectureship of the 
Mother Church of Christian Science of Bos- 
ton. He was introduced by John S. Miller, 
who said: “‘ The people of this faith invite

They ask no more than that 
the truth be made known, and that their 
doctrines stand or fall as they are true or 


Contains Nothing but Good. 
As an introduction to his subject Mr. Kim- 


ball said: | 

declare to you that Christian Science, 
in its nature and influence, includes nothing 
but supreme good for all mankind. Appear- 
ing to 4 race and generation that is hard 
pressed by the tumult and vicissitudes of its 
existence, Christian Science comes like a 
dove of peace, bearing upon its wings a min- 
istry of healing and of deliverance for suffer- 
ing humanity in this hour of its pitiful need. 

Standing here in testimony and witness 
of its sublime biessedness, I seek to engage 
your attention because Christian Science is 
demonstrably true and because its natural 
and inevitable influence in human behalf is 
being manifested to thousands whose lives 
were being desolated by sin, disease, and 
despair. Christian Science is primarily and 
essentially a religion. Asa religious denom- 
ination which is manifesting its right of ex- 
istence, by destroying sin and sickness, it is 
proper that we should present it to our fel- 
low-men and justify it before this genera- 


The speaker then called attention to the 
effort now being made by the denomination 
through ite Board of Lectureship to refute 
the misrepregentations that have been be- 
stowed upon Christian Science and Christian 
Scientists, asserting that the public is grad- 
ually being led to relinquish a false estimate 
of Christian Science and that the subject is 
justly engaging the attention of thinking 
people. He said that Christian Science lec- 
turers have borne testimony to the healing 
of theusands of men and women afflicted 
with all manner of diseases, and these peo- 
ple are insistently bearing witness to the 
fact. Continuing, the speaker said: 

According to Christian Science God is 
the principle and animus of Christian Science 
mind healing. 
have differed as to what Deity is. It is not 
my purpose to compare or comment on these 
wide and confusing differences, but I will 
give you some idea of what we mean by 
as the healer of the sick and the principle 
such healing. 

„This science declares that Infinity neces- 
sarily means one—one God; one supreme, all- 
inclusive entity or individuality. God is in- 
finite intelligence and wisdom. He is the 
one infinite consciousness of being; the one 
infinite mind. This infinite mind includes all 
consciousness and all continuity of life and 
therefore is life. Infinite God, or mind, or 
spirit is the sole creator, source, cause, or- 
igin, basis, and foundation of all that really 
exists. He is not only life, but hath or- 
dained enternal life, and is the law of life 
and health to man. 

„The God we worship is good. He is di- 
vine love and is able, willing, and ready to 
redeem mortals from the evils imposed upon 
them by an utterly ‘perverted sense of ex- 
istence. Mankind will never emerge from 
the area of disease until they comprehend 
the scientific fact that all means God—all 
that means basis, source, and cause, law, 
government and power—is contrary to the 
inception and the continuity of sickness.”’ 


All Evil Finite. 


The chief difference, the speaker asserted, 
between Christian Science and all other 
schools of religious belief lay in the fact that 
Christian Science accepted God alone as 
good and immortal and held that all evil is 
finite. 

„It follows,“ he said, that nearly the en- 
tire philosophy of life which has governer 
us for ages is false and destructive. Certain 
it is that people regard sickness as natural 
and according te law and are submitting 
to it and living and dying in accord witha 
philosophy of death which Christian Science 
declares to be absolutely wrong. 

„ Christian Science differs from materia 
medica, physiology, and all other material 
theories and beliefs. It declares that nearly 
all disease is caused primarily by ignorance, 
superstition, false beliefs, sin, fear, and 
other equivalent conditions of mind, and 
ocates causation in the mental realm instead 
of the material. One of the first things that 
a student of this science grasps is that the 
fundamenta! nature of the science of life and 
ts law includes no law of sickness and death, 
that these twin evils are abnormal, and that 
matter has no original or actual power to 
make him sick.“ ! 

The speaker held that the ordinary human 
being is educated to fear disease from his 
babyhood and that in addition he inherits 


the mesmeric influence of a universal fear 


on the part of the race, all the result ofa 
distorted philosophy of the nature of life and 
matter. He referred to the investigations 
of Mrs. Eddy, which led, he said, to the dis- 
covery of the sclence of mind and to the 
nature of mesmerism and the extent of its 
action as the procurator of disease. 

In perhaps four cases out of five,” said 
Mr. Kimball, stomach trouble is the result 
of continued fear. anger, grief, anxiety, mal- 
ice, or some other specific form of known or 
unknown sin or ignorant belief. In such 
cases the only scientific or adequate remedy 
is to detect and cancel the cause and thus 
abate the effects, One of the most pros- 
trating evils incident to sickness is the as- 
sumption or declaration that one has an in- 
curable disease. The principle of Christian 
Science does not include the admission that 
any disease is incurable, and its practice 
has already resulted in the healing of all, or 
nearly all, of the supposedly incurable types. 
The entire Christian Science practice is sub- 
stantiating the discovery that all diseases 
are curable, and to the extent that that this 
is recognized the deplorable fear about fatal 
diseases will begin to subside and an im- 
roved state of health will at once ensue.” 


| God Never Made Sickness. 

After enumerating a lst of ilis with which 
mankind is afflicted, including insanity, 
nervous prostration, and a broken constitu- 
tion, the speaker urged his hearers not to 
allow themselves to entertain any fear of the 
results of the so-called law of disease. 

Go to your homes.“ he said. and test 
is statement thoroughly. Try to realize 
that God never made or procured sickness 
and that it is simply a monstrosity of human 
inception. Begin to act as though you had 
dominion and as though the fear was a base- 
less fraud, and for the sole reason that God 
is omnipotent and that a knowledge of the 
truth does make free from evil. You will 
find to your joy and perhaps surprise that 
you are gaining a lawful and God-given do- 
minion over sickness.” 

Continuing his discussion, the speaker en- 
deavored to show the relation between sin 
and disease. He said that the word sin did 
not refer necessarily to crime, vice, or im- 
morality, but that “ through all kinds of ig- 
norant and destructive beliefs and an evil 
and fatal ption of life and what per- 
tains to it, the world had involved itself in 
mortality. That evil thoughts and practices 
which might be classed as sin, fear, and er- 
roneous and fatal beliefs are «he cause im-

The special charters under which the 
Michigan Central, Lake Shore, and Grand 
Trunk. systems are operating in Michigen 
were granted in perpetuity, with the pro- 
viso that after thirty years the State 
lature should have the power of repealing 
them, after properly providing for the as- 
sessment of damages. Under their charters 
at present the railroads are entitled to 
charge a maximum of three cents per mile 
for passenger fare, and the basis of taxation 
is the gross earnings of the railroad. Taxes 
accruing from this source go into the pri- 
mary school fund of the State. It is alleged 
that the taxes which are being paid at pres- 
ent are far below those paid by other cor- 
porations of equal importance, and the work 
of the present commission, which is apprais- 
ing the entire railroad property of the State, 
Is for the purpose of equalizing these taxes. 


Concessions of Great Value. 

The Legislature of 1846 granted these spe- 
cial charters for the purpose of favoring 
railroad building in Michigan. At that time 
it was recognized that in order to develop 
the resources of the Statg it was necessary 
to make generous concessions to steam 
roads, but with the growth of the State these 
co have become valuable, hence the 
large sum which is likely to be for 
damages. i 

The agitation for the repeal of these spe- 
cial charters began during the first adminis- 
tration of Governor Pingree, and has come up 
at each succeeding session, only to be killed 
because of corporate influence. At the last 


session a commission was appointed to ne- 


gotiate with the companies.

Danger Should Be Heimoved. 
Minister Wu was asked what steps could

It seems to me, he said, that the most 
natural course would be to remove the con- 
ditions which stand in the way of their re- 
turn. Any fears they may entertain would 
be overcome largely by strong assurances 
from the powers of the personal safety of 
their Majesties. Then, as a clear evidence 
to them that this safety was assured, the for- 
eign forces should be withdrawn from the 
capital, say to Tien Tsin. If Tien Tsin is too 
far, then Yangtsun. might be a desirable 
point to garrison with the allied forces.

LIBERALS SHOW MORE GAINS. 


Progress in the British Parliamentary 
Elections—Ministerial Party Is 
Still Far in the Lead. 


LONDON, Oct. 10, 3 a, m.—From the re- 
turns received at midnight it appears that 
the government gained two seats in yester- 
day’s pollings in the parliamentary general 
election. These are the Middleton division 
of southeast Lancashire, where Mr. E. D. 
Fielden defeated Mr. J. Duckworth, Lib- 
eral, who represented the constituency in the 
late Parllament, and Monmouth, where Dr. 
Rutherford Harris, who now enters Par- 
Mament for the first time, received 4.412 
votes, as against 3,720 cast for his Liberal 
opponent, Mr. Albert Spicer, who had repre- 
sented Monmouth since 1892. 

Among the other noteworthy elections was 
that of Mr. William St. John Broderick, 
Under Secre of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs: Mr. A. W. Chapman, Mr. John Morley, 
and that of Mr. John Edward Ellis, Liberal. 

The Liberals are holding their own in 
Yorkshire, and in some districts their can- 
didates have doubled the majorities of the 
previous general election. Five hundred 
and twenty-two members have now been 
officially declared elected, of which 335 are 
Ministerialists and 185 belong to the opposi- 
tion. The Ministerialists have gained five 
seats more than their opponents. 


SHARE CONTROL OF RAILWAYS. 


Berlin Journal Says Russia and Ger- 
many Have Agreed on Divis- 
Ion of Authority. 


BERLIN, Oct. 9.—The Post says an agree- 
ment exists between Germany and Russia 
by which Germany is to control the railroad 
from Pekin to Yang Tsun and Russia is to 
control the road from Yang Tsun to Tong 
Ku. The Post also denies that Germany 
will send an expedition to Sian Fu. 


Wo Answer from England. 

It was ascertained at thé German Foreign 
office today that all the powers have agreed 
to the proposals of the second German note 
with the exception of Great Britain. from 
whom no answer has yet been received to 
either the first or second note of Germany.

On Sept. 26 last M. Santos - Dumont at- 


tempted to win the prize offered by M. 
Henry Deutsch of 100,000 francs for the 
aeronaut who should sail his flying ma- 
chine from the Aero club grounds at 
Suresnes round the Eiffel tower and back 
again within half an hour. The club 
grounds at Suresnes are in the immediate 
foreground of the above drawing. 
middle distance is the Bois de Boulogne, 
and beyond lies the City of Paris. The 
distance to be run amounts to about eight 
miles. In one of his previous trials M. 
Santos- Dumont had already successfully 
flown round the Eiffel tower, but un- 
fortunately the steering apparatus of his 
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latest airship broke down just as the start 
was being made. M. Santos-Dumont had 
therefore to content himself with demon- 
strating to the assembled aeronauts and 
other scientists the steerability of his air- 
ship. The breeze was a light one, but the 
trial was none the less à successful dem- 
onstration that à mechanically propelled 
airship can be made to forge its way 
against a light wind. The aeronaut re- 
ceived an enthusiastic reception when he 
returned to ground. He will make an- 
other attempt to win the Deutsch prize. 
the conditions of which will mark a real 
advance in the struggle with the air. As 
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shown in the drawing, M. Santos-Dumont, 
who is a young Brazilian of about 25 years 
of age, and an engineer by profession, sits 
on a light metal shaft to which an ordinary 
bicycle saddle is affixed. On his right. 
and partly in front of him, is a gasoline 
motor, which when started by the bicycle 
pedals below him rotates the propeller at 
the front end of the shaft. The propeller 
measures twelve feet in diameter, the fans 
being made of steel and aluminium, cov- 


ered with silk in order to cut the air easily. 


The propeller makes 180 revolutions to the 
minute, and should produce a speed of 
twenty miles an hour.—The Sphere.

PARIS, Oct. b.— At a Cabinet meeting to- 
day presided over by President Loubet it 
was practically decided to call a meeting of 
Parliament for Nov. 6, a week earlier than 
thé government desired. This will be done 
owing to the discontent among the deputies 
over the later date. 

It was also decided, on the reassemb!‘ing of 
the chambers, to proceed with the dfecussion 
of the budget, but at the same time to ask 
the Chambers of Deputies to devote two 
sessions each week to various reform 
projects, notably a bill dealing with the dis- 
solution of legal religious associations. 

Minister Delcasse read the replies of the 
powers to a note sent concerning China. 
With some slight reserves all the powers 
are favorahle to Delcasse's project. 

In discussing the attitude taken by France 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs said he had 
not sought to make France a leader but a 
mediator in the questions. 


Gives Andre Full Power. 


The Cabinet has approved of General 
Andre's new decree concerning promotions 
in the army. All these will now be made 
exclusively upon the choice of the Minister 
of War, thereby abolishing advancement ac- 
cording to grades or length of timein service 
ant giving the best positions to officers who 
have the best political influence with the 
Minister of War. 

The press universally condemns the new 
decree.

OFFICER CHARGES THAT SOLDIERS 
_ LOOTED TEMPLES. 


Ex-Judge Lambert Tree Receives a Let- 
ter from Army Friend in Tien Tsin 
Telling of Devastation and Cruelty 
Practiced by Invading Armies in 
China—Russians Alleged to Be Most 
Brutal—Americans and Japanese 
Beet Behaved of Forces. 3 


Reports of widespread looting and devas- 
tation following the march of the allies in 
China from Tien Tsin to Pekin are corrobor- 
ated in a letter received by ex-Judge Lam- 
bert Tree from a personal friend, who is an 
officer in the American forces stationed at 


every temple and house in Tien Tsin were 
looted, and describes an engagement of 
Sixth Cavalry men with a force of Boxers, 
in which it was estimated 700 Chinese, armed 
only with spears, weré shot down while flee- 
ing in defeat. | 
The reported instances of brutality are as- 
serted by the writer to be well borne out 
by scenes witnessed by himself. The Rus- 
slans, he asserts, were mostly to blame in 
such instances. From Taku to Tien Tsin, a 
distance of thirty miles, the country has 
been laid bare and waste, Of several small 
cities not one contains a living soul, what 
remains of them being as deserted, he states, 
as ancient Nineveh or Babylon. 
The letter, which is dated, In camp at 
Tien Tsin, China, Aug. 28, 1900,“ commences: 
“I write you of some interesting events 
that are not likely to find their way into 
the censored press dispatches. From the 
Tien Tsin station to the American army 
camp, a distance of two miles and a half, 
the road is through a region absolutely 
ruined and devastated. The wanton waste 
and destruction by the allies have been im- 
mense, and ugly stories are afloat concern- 
ing the cruelty and outrages that have been 
practiced by the soldiers In Tien Tsin al- 
most every house and temple were looted of 
all articles of value not too bulky or heavy 
to carry .away. Stuff that they captured 
the soldiers for the most part sold for small 
sums to traders who followed the army. 
Incredible stories are told of the rich loot ’ 
captured, but really a great deal of plunder 
was taken.“ 


Tells of Wanton Killing. a 

The writer describes an account of a 
engagement with a force of Boxers discov- 
ered to be hovering within sight of the city 
several days after its capture. A force of 
500 men, 400 of them of the Sixth Cavalry, 
American troops, put them to flight. The 
Boxers were armed only with spears and 
fell an easy prey to the charging allies. 

The pursuit of the fleeing Chinese, who 
amounted at the lowest estimate to over 
6,000,“ says the writer, was stopped at the 
instance of the commanding officer, who 
said to me afterward: It became monoto- 
nous killing fleeing men who could offer no 
res tanoe, besides what is the use of getting 
away with a few hundred more or less when 
there are 400,000,000 left?“

| am writing.“ the letter continues, are large 


houses that yet contain valuable and heavy 
furniture, of which the: soldiers are taking 
what they need for temporary use in camp. 
I have in my tent two quaint and handsome 
chairs that would be highly prized in the 
United States. They contain four kinds of 
wood and are inlaid with tiny pieces of ivory 
on which are etched mythological and 
legendary scenes. 

Just within the outer wall of Tien Tsin, 
in the camp of the Sixth Cavalry, a stone’s 
throw away, is an inclosure of several acres 
surrounded by a high brick wall and contain- 
ing three large brick houses connected by 
arcades. It is the property of a powerful 
Chinese secret society and before capture of 
the city it was occupied by the officials and 
clerks. The American troops are now quar- 
tered in the building, which they have thor- 
oughly looted.“ 

Americans Best Behaved. 

The Americans and Japanese, the writer 
claims, are the best behaved soldiers on the 
scene and are under the best discipline. 
The Russians, he charges, go through the 
tempies knocking off the heads of the 
Chinese gods and goddesses, breaking the 
furniture, and shivering ornaments and 
bric-A-brac enough to start half a dozen 


Each of the armies has at work a number 
of coolies, who unload the lighters bringing 
goods up the Pei Ho. The coolies are made 
to do the work about the camps also. The 
Americans, he relates, make the best bosses, 
giving their coolles one pound of rice and 
20 cents a day. This is good wages, he 
asserts, and reconciles the coolies for having 
to work for the foreign devils.“ In the 
other armies the coolles do not fare so well, 
he states. Not only do Instances of bruta! 
treatment occur but haf the time the 
coolſes get only their rice and are cheated 
out of their 20 cents pay. 

In a building used by a Chinese society 
for the burial of its members were stored a 
vast number of coffins. A couple of the 
rooms in the building being needed for shel- 
ter of the officers and men, the coffins in 
them were thrown out, some of them being 
used for horse troughs, others for cross- 
ings for mud holes, and others for packing 
cases.

Many Engineering and Finan- 
cial Problems Will Have 
to Be Overcome.

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—Although not pressed 
so hardly by necessity, Berlin is planning to 
follow the example of London and Paris and 
construct an extensive system of under- 
ground railways.

The state contro! of the railways has nat- 
urally proven a source of political power, 
This is more readily understood when one 
learns there are no known Socialists among 
the railway employés. 


State Jealous of Power. | 
The state is jealous of the great cities, 
and does not wish to add to their power and 
influence. The almost absolutist Prussian 
government and the governments of Berlin 
and most of the other larger cities, which 
are controlled by Liberals and Radicals, are 
usually at outs. There is constant friction 
and irritation on both sides.

He declared the state did not 
concede the right of the communes to de- 
termine the duration of street railway fran- 
chises. Moreover, communes had no right, 
after granting private franchises, to build 
competing lines, 

The cities, he admitted, had the theoret- 
ical right to acquire the rights and property 
of private railway companies, but this right 
would not be of any service if the state re- 
fused to give the city the privilege of a 
franchise.

civilized world. Courts of arbitration are 
growing in favor among Christian nations. 
Alexander VI. was chosen by Portugal and 
Spain to arbitrate regarding their respective 
claims to the newly discovered territory in 
the Western worlds The decision of the 
pontiff was probably the means of averting 
a sanguinary and protracted conflict be- 
tween these two rival nations. 

“Instances of arbitration are multiply- 
ing in our own day. The dispute between 
Germany and Spain in reference to the Caro- 
line Islands was adjusted by Pope Leo XIII. 
in The Samoan difficulty between the 
United States and Germany in 1889 was re- 
ferred to a friendly conference held in Ber- 
lin. At the close of President Cleveland's 
administration an arbitration treaty

Western Powers to Talk Peace. 

“ By an act of Congress passed in 1888 the 
President is authorized to invite representa- 
tives of the governments of South America, 
Central America, Mexico, and Hayti to an 


international conference in Washington... 


The first proposition to be discussed has ref- 
erence to the adoption of measures that shal! 
tend to preserve’ the peace and promote the 
prosperity of the several American States. 
With the view of promoting the blessing 
of international concord a society has been 
organized in this country. It was fitting 
that Philadelphia should be chosen as the 
‘seat of this society, for its name signifies 
brotherly love. Its founder was an illus- 
trious member of the Society of Friends, 
whose distinguished characteristic is aver- 
sion to strife and the cultivation of peace 
and fraternal relations among mankind. 


No Need of Appeal to Arms. 


“In well ordered society the disputes of 
individuals are settled, not by recourse to a 
duel, but to the law. Would it not be a 
blessing to humanity if national controver- 
sies were decided on the same principle, and 
that the just cause of a nation should be 
vindicated by a court of arbitration rather 
than by an appeal to arms? Then to rulers, 
as to private litigants, could be applied the 
words: ‘ Thrice is he armed that hath his 
quarrel just.’ 

And this amicable system, while protect 
ing the rights of the weak, would not hu- 
miliate or wound the national pride of the 
strong, since it does not attempt to trench 
22 sovereignty or autonomy ot any 

er. 

Let us cherish the hope that the day is 
not far off when the reign of the Prince of 
Peace will be firmly established on the earth, 
when the spirit of the gospel will so far sway 
the minds and hearts of rulers that standing 
armies will yield to permanent courts of 
arbitration, t contests will be carried on 
in the council chamber instead of the bidt- 
3 and decided by the pen instead of the 


Strikes Injure Man and Master. 

Experience has shown that strikes are a 
drastic and at best a questionable remedy 
for the redress of the laborer's grievances. 
They paralyze industry, they often foment 
fierce passions, and lead to the destruction 
of property, and, above all, they result in 
inflicting grievous injury on the laborer him- 
self by keeping him in enforced idleness, dur- 
ing which his mind is clouded by discontent 
while brooding over his situation, and his 
family not infrequently suffers from the 
want of even the necessaries of life. 

It would be a vast stride in the interests 
of peace and of the laboring classes if the 
policy of arbitration, which is now gai 
favor for the settlement of internationa 
quarrels, were also availed of for the adjust- 
ment of disputes between capital and labor. 
Many blessings would result from the adop- 
tion of this method, for while strikes, as the 
name implies, are aggressive and destruc- 
tive; arbitration is conciliatory and con- 
structive; the result in the former case is 
determined by the weight of the purse; in 
the latter by the weight of the argument.“ 


GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Disorder at Grand Trunk Directors’ 
Meeting in London—James Charlton 
Transcontinental Chairman. 


According to a cable dispatch from Lon- 

on, England, there was a wild scene at he 
Grand Trunk directors’ meeting yesterday. 
The Chicago and Grand Trunk reorganiza- 
tion scheme was the bone of contention. Sir 
Henry Tyler, former President of the Grand 
Trunk system, aroused the ire of the present 
President of the road, Sir Charles Rivers 
Wilson, and a number of the directors by 
charging the present management with dis- 
honesty, claiming in most forcible language 
that there was no necessity for the reorgan- 
ization of the Chicago and Grand Trunk, and 
the whole transaction was merely a scheme 
to defraud the second mortgage bondholders 
of the Chicago line. 

He maintained that the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk was owned and controlled by the 
Canadian Grand Trunk, and that, therefore, 
the directors were making false pretenses 
when they called the reorganization a trans- 
action between two Independent concerns. 

Amid a roar of hisses and jeers the voice 
of Sir Henry Tyler was drowned when he 
commenced to speak, but he continued to 
shout charges against Sir Charles Wilson. 
The latter, in equally heated language, abso- 
lutely denied Sir Henry Tyler's allegations 
and abused his administration. 

The meeting by a large majority approved 
the directors’ plan for the reorganization of 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk, with a guar- 
antee of the interest on the bonds to be issued 
by the new company. 

Sir Henry Tyler's charge that the Canadian 
Grand Trunk fully owned and controlled the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk is known here to 
be correct. It is also a well-known fact that 
the Chicago and Grand Trunk was placed in 
the hands of friendly receivers for the sole 
purpose of scaling down its fixed charges, 
which the line had failed to earn, and to 
raise the money with which to double-track 
and improve the line from Chicago to Port 
Huron, so as to place it on a paying basis. 
The road will be reorganized in a week or 
two and will thereafter be known as the 
Grand Trunk Western railway. 


New Place for James Chariton. 


The committee appointed by the General 
Passenger Agents of the transcontinental 
roads to select a chairman of the newly- 
organized Transcontinental Passenger asso- 
clation and a place for its headquarters has 
completed its task. James Charlton, for- 
merly General Passenger Agent of the 
Alton, has been agreed upon for chairman 
and Denver will be the headquarters of the 
association. Mr. Chariton is the Nestor of 
General Passenger Agents in the country, 
having held that position with the Alton 
from 1871 until Jan. 1, 1900, when he 
resigned and was succeeded by his son, 
George Chariton, James Chariton is not 
only a passenger official of superior ability, 
but a fluent and interesting writer and a 
forcible speaker. His new position takes 
him away from Chicago, where he has re- 
sided for many years.

„Through the First Antaretie 
Bight,” Tells the Story of Belgian

Pecationally we try to talk, but the deafen- 
of the storm, the squeaking 
Strains of the ship. and the thumping of the 
lee make every effort at speech inaudible. 
With our stomachs dissatisfied and dur 
minds raised to a fever heat of excitement, 
and with the prospect of striking an iceberg 
at any moment and sinking to the bottom of 
the sea. we were, to say the least. uncom- 
fortabie.”’

ras. the rich profusion of tints and colors 
in the antarctic scenery—these are some of 
the points which Dr. Cook has recorded in 
Getall. The lowest temperature was —43° 
centigrade. but the average was not so 
severe as Nansen experienced. An appendix 
gives many of the scientific conclusions 
reached by other members of the expedi- 
tion, though the present volume does not 
pretend to give the ultimate results, except 
in so far as they will interest the general 
reader. The chief value of the Belgica ex- 
pedition will probably be in shaping the 
methods of future attacks on this mysteri- 
ous region.

Sale of Illinois Theater Seats. 


By an estimate based on the auction sale 
of seats yesterday afternoon at Powers’ 
Theater the audience which witnesses the 
opening performance at the new Illinois 
Theater next Monday night will pay $10,000 
for the privilege of being present. Manager 
Davis last night placed the receipts from 
boxes, parquet seats, and a portion of the 
first balcony at about $8,000. About one- 
third of the seats in the first balcony and 
almost the entire second balcony remained 
unsold. 

Not one seat on the first floor lacked a pur- 
chaser, and the premiums paid for each 
ranged from 6100 down to $5. The one seat 
which commanded the.topmost figure was 
bought for Julia Marlowe, who telegraphed 
from New York that its purchase was in- 
tended as a compliment to Manager Will J. 
Davis. The average premium commanded 
by the.first 100 seats sold was about $25. 
Manager Harry J. Powers bought the first 
four seats, after Miss Marlowe's bid, at $30 
apiece. The premium did not get below $10 
until the last few rows were reached, and 
upward of 200 seats were sold at $14 and $15 
above their regular price. A few more than 
500 seats are on the first floor. 

The sale of boxes preceded that of the 
seats. The first one was bought at a pre- 
mium of $200. by. H. G. Selfridge and the 
second choice went at the higher figure of 
- $230 to B. M. hall. John Dupee and A. 
Gage paid $200 apiece. The remaining choices 
were secured as follows: 


more than seats were gold to- 
gether at a single bid, and except where the 
buyer was known no second bid was permit- 
ted. The plan was aimed against ticket 
speculators.

In the incorrect stories that have appeared 
in the German press about this divorce and 
marriage of Baroness Mattencloit, it was 
mentioned that she had acted in the matter 
on the advice of her friend, Countess Sophie 
Chotek, now Princess of Hohe rg, and 
morganatic consort of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, heir to the Austro-Hungarian 
throne. There is no truth in this, and Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand has caused it to 
be known that the Princess, his wife, is in 
no social intercourse whatsoever with 
Baroness Mattencloit.

While no member of the reigning house of 
Hesse was present at the funeral at Munich 
of the late Prince Henry, younger brother of 
the father and pred r of the present 
Grand Duke of Hesse, the royal house of 
Bavaria was officially represented by Prince 
Rupert, the heir presumptive to the throrie, 
who not only took a leading part in the 
ceremonies but offered his arm to the widow 
in following the hearse, a piece of courtesy 
which attracted no end of attention by rea- 
son of the fact that the widow had been. 
but the morganatic wife of the dead Prince, 
and at one time a popular actress at Darm- 
stadt. Indeed, it was owing to her connec- 
tion with the stage that the now reigning, 
Grand Duke of Hesse so bitterly opposed 
his uncle’s marriage, only tolerating it at 
last on the condition that he left the Grand 
Duchy and established his home abroad.
